Liquors in Ireland. — 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the laws relating to the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with tlie advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Within the cities, towns, or districts named in the schedule Prohibition 
annexed to this Act, it shall not be lawful for any person to sell ? f saI . e of .

4. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to apply to sales of Exemptions, 
intoxicating liquor to bonA fide travellers or to lodgers, or to the 
sale of intoxicating liquor in packet boats, or in canteens in pur- 
30 suance of any Act regulating the same, or shall preclude the sale 
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at any time at a railway station of intoxicating' liquors to persons 
arriving at or departing from sucli station by railroad. 

5. This Act shall come into operation on the first of October 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight ; provided that 
nothing herein contained shall prohibit the sale of intoxicating 5 
liquor in pursuance of any license now held until the expiration of 
the period for which such license has been granted. 

6. This Act may be cited for all purposes as <f The Intoxicating 
Liquors (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1878.” 

7. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 10
